voy was overpomored in the jungle, and 
escaped with the loss of two men and all 
the stores, Timely warning reached Capt 

Barnett, who retarned forthwith towards 
Sendakan; but the newa had preceded him, 
and Mr 8. Dinlop waa already on the way 
to assist him, and the combined forces 
(about 40 or 50 meni) then returned and in- 
Bicled novere punishment on the offending 
tribe, ‘The first stockade attacked was 
out-flanked and overlooked from a splendid 
commanding hill, and was clenred out ; 
twenty dead natives were afterwards found 
inside, Thesscond stockade was a craggy 
height, from which the defenders heared 
rocks at the invadera, and Capt, Barnett 
got a rather severe smash in the eye, That, 
however, was the most serious damage in- 
fiicted on tho Government forces, whe 
completely routed the aatives and recover: 
ed all the stolen property,

NEW RIFLE FACTORY DEMOLISHED, 


The Hankow corréspondent of the 
Shanghai Mercury writest— > 

‘Yout readers will no doubt remember thst 
the great Chang Obih-tung, the Viceroy of 
Hfo-kuang, hes for some tina been erecting 
a Rifla Factory, Steel and Iron Works, co., 
andit isonly a few days since you men- 
tioned that the new worka had commenced 
working and had beea inepected by the 
Viceroy. The greater portion of this newly- 
erected Rifle Factory at Hanyang has just 
been deatroyed by tire, and it is the opinion 
of those who ought to know that it wae the 
work of ititendiaries, No word inopportune 
(or opportune) time could have been. chosen 
for this diabolical action. The fire fienda 
are supposed to be coolies who had been 
rather severely punished by one of the 
officials in charge of the works, 

At about 4 o’clook oa the morning of 
Friday, the alatm of fira was raised, and 
the frat on the spot found the building 
containing the rifleemaking machinery in a 
full blaze from one end to the other. The 
flames had such a hold, that i¢ waa found 
impossible to enter the building, and ell 
efforts bad to be confined to the saving of 
the forge and the adjacent buildings, 


Thess ‘ascaped the famas but’ were the. } 


roughly gutted. In the short space of four 
hours, the whole of the rifle factory was a 
heap of ruins, The corrugated iron roof 
wos upbeld by wooden supports which soon 
burned through, and it came down with 
a crash, buryiog the- whole of the ma- 
chinery. The damage is estimated at about 
Tie, 1,000,000, Itie doubtful whether the 
Viceroy will have pluok to start to rebuild 
the Factory, and itis also feared that he 
will not be able to raise funds sufficient to 
make reparation for what waa intended to 
be a notional monument, :

The important oxperiments that have ra- 
cently been carried ont at Worthing hy the 
apecial Analytical Commissioner of the
